His summary of existing conditions is 

interesting for itwrange and penetra- 

tion, but the larger inferences:'to be

_ the unforeseeable flow oe shift of hu- 

“man events. 

Mr. Hoover’s winvinl conclusion ts 
that not only the United States but 
the whole world, with the exception of 
Russia and China, has made a distinct 
advance during .the past year toward 
social, economic and political stability. 
The. evidence of our own betterment is 
ample. It is indicated by Secretary 
Hoover in the broad strokes which he 
uses in painting the picture of our in- 
dustrial and commercial situation. 
Point after point he touches, with here 

a shrewd observation, there a word of 
warning, at another: place a fruitful 
suggestion. On the statistical side his 
showing is well fortified. ‘The mean- 
ings which he reads into the’ ‘returns 
of manufacture, transportation, ship- 
ping, foreign commerce, the accumu- 
lation of American capital, may be 
challenged by some, but none can deny 
the authority with which: he marshals 
the details or the keenness with which 
he’ elucidates their significance. This 
official statement, coming from the 
Department of Commerce on the first 
day of the New Year, will be taken by 
the country as abundant reason for 
facing the coming months in a spirit 
of hopefulness, though it warrants no 
business man or captain of industry 
fn going ahead gs if evéry element of 
uncertainty had been removed and as 
$f an attitude of unblinking optimism 
were justified. 
*..One cautionary’ signal. erected by 
fiecretary Hoover is peculiarly ap- 
posite to present conditions. He takes

Schenectady, seat of Union College, 
the city that with its electric and loco- 
motive works “ lights and hauls the 
world,” is unpleasantly notorious just 
now as the scene of 4 struggie. between 
the Municipal Government and a 
criminal element. . Two years ago a 
** civic pride campaign ’* was started, 
not to improve the morals of Schenec- 
tady but to modernize the old Dutch 
téwn founded by ARENDT VAN CURLER, 
A movement to turn the abandoned 
Erie Canal into a splendid’avenue and 
to span the river with the imposing 
Western Gateway Bridge was well un- 
der way., The Hotel Van Curler, 
which was to have “a broad outlook 
“ over the Mohawk and up the pano- 
ramie villey, ** was projected. Sche- 
nectady was to be made the best light- 
ed city in the world.» A ‘* clean-up, 
paint-up week” caught: the fancy of 
thé people. Union College needed 
more. money for buildings, so a 
** drive ” to raise $300,000 was in or- 
der. In September of this year the 
Progress Exhibition was opened in a 
tent said to be 1,400 feet long, “ the 
largest ever: erected.”’ | 
While civic pride was thus spréading 
like ‘the tail feathers of a peacock, a 
seandal burst. The good people of 
SeHenectady awoke to find their rcl- 
light. district'an infamy. JHither the 
police were too feeble or there was 
collusion between men of the force and 
the: keepers of disorderly. houses. A 
stalwart Police Sergeant, ALBERT L.

COMPROMISE ‘ABOUT COLOGNE. 

Despite the heated remarks of 
STRESEMANN and the German press, 
there are indications that the. excite- 
ment about the Cologne - evacuation 
will. soon quiet down, It is only natu- 
ral that Germans should be as. indig- 
nant about the. allegéd violation of the 
tréaty in: not withdrawing the British 
troops as the French are about the 
claims that Germany has violated the 
treaty by failing to disarm. Probably 
the publication-.of the full: report of 
the. Interallied Commission of Control 
will do much to calm hotheads on both 
sides of the Rhine. 

It is well to realize-that non-fulfill- 
ment of the disarmament clauses. of 
thé treaty is not the only reason why 
the Allies haye.decided,to hold Cologné 
for a few months longer.. Until the 
evacuation of the Ruhr is complete— 
which is not scheduled to ‘end until 
Aug. 30, 1925—it is inexpedient and 
impolitic to evacuate Cologne. It is 
inexpedient because of ‘the: ¢lose mili- 
tary relationship: “between the two 
areas, arid it is -impolitic because the 
withdrawal ‘of. the English would give 
the impression that «France stood 
‘alone in occupying Germany: , This is. 
as disadvantageous to the Germans as 
it-ig-to*the Allies. Tir'fact,/moderate 
Germans realize this. _What they fear 
is. that, occupation: wil) be Andefinite. 
This weakens . the. ‘Position of those 
Germans who ‘have been urging ful- 
fillment, inasmuch as their enemies 
at home can charge that their policy 
is of no avail. The ‘Nationalists, rais- 
ing a great cry about violations of the 
Versailles Treaty, conveniently ‘close 
their eyes to the fact that they, tao, 
stand charged with non-fulfillment. 

Reports. from London indicate a 
probable comprontise ‘under which the 
occupation of Cologne will be slightly 
prolonged and the evatuation of the 
Ruhr will be hastenéd. So -soon as 
the latter operation is completed, there 
are no reasons.other than proved and 
flagrant violations of the Versailles 
Treaty why Cologne need be held 
longer. But if. it should prove true 
that the Germans are arming to the 
extent that the French believe, the 
occupation of Cologne will undoubt- 


| edly’ be continued mdefinitely. Even 


the British, lenient as ‘they always 
have been toward the-beaten enemy, 
‘would be thoroughly aroused if they 
found that Germany were in serious- 
ness preparing anofher war.

Homer, when the earth was young. 
and even the stars sang.

the present structure of the grass- 
hopper may have arisen “ for no pur- 
pose at all.” If it is to that c@nclu- 
sion he comes, then, but-with another } 
meaning than the writer of Bcclesi 
astes had in mind, the grasshoppe 
does indeed“ ** become .a burden.”’ A 
purposeless grasshopper means a@ pur- 
poseless world. We suspect, however, 
that this particular scientist has not 
yet heard the last word of the cricket 
or the grasshopper.

TOPEKA, Kan., Dec, 31.—Outstanding 
in the year-end discussion of the Middle 
West is the conviction that business has 
*urned the eorner and that its road 
during the coming months will be on an 
easier grade. The course. of the: past 
three years, beset with perplexities and 
deflated prices for farm products, com- 
plicated by buyers’ strikes and false 
hopes and inspired by political agitators 
and the relatively high cost of commodi- 
ties, seems to have. started definitely 
toward prosperity. : 

The new viewpoint is, of course, due 
primarily to the increased income from 
the season’s harvests, wherein the area 
of which this is an approximate center 
shared most generously, gathering. ex- 
ceptionally large crops and participating 
in the rising price at which they wéhe 
marketed. This bounty includes such 
items as 77,000,000 bushels of wheat in 
Kansas added to last year's . figure; 
15,000,000 bushels gain in Oklahoma, 
30,000,000 bushels gain in. Nebraska; it 
is marked by a corn crop well up to the 
average in this State and Oklahoma and 
prices beyond all anticipations for both 
cereals. Wheat was selling in the clos- 
ing week of the-year at $1.55, 60 cents 
more than in September; corn. was $1.08, 
or 30. cents,above last year. Kansas 
estimates its crop income dt $501,000,000, 
compared with $387,00,0000 in 1923, and 
the largest since 1920. ' 


The Last Crop and the Next One.

This great movement is described 
in financial circles as the releasing, for 
its proper function in promoting inter- 
national trade, of wealth which had 
been diverted from its usual course and 
accumulated by the United states dur- 
This financing of ‘the 
war-stricken States has provided solid 
foundation on which the currencies, the 
industries and the trade of those coun- 
tries are now being rebullt. 
' Whe Political. Changes. 


Still, another favorable development 
has: been. the rout of communism and 
socialism through the verdict at the 
polls by the British and American pub- 
lic, both of which verdicts are inter- 
preted as meaning that the. people at 
large will have nothing further -to do 
with the fanciful theorles of extremists 
and the general policy of economic up- 
heaval. France also has helped in this 
matter through the firm grappling with 
the Communist. agitations. ; 

The effect of aH these successive de- 
velopments has-been to promote return 
of that confidence, the lack of which 
had: previously retarded the post-war 
recovery. They have made an appreci- 
able difference in the British position 
and outlook, a result. reflected in the 
rise of sterling exchange from $4.20 last 
January to $4.72% in the closing days 
of the year. ‘That remarkable movement 
has to a large.extent been. considered 
as reflecting return of American confi- 
dence, not only in the British situation, 
but also in that of continental coun- 
tries. 

Germany,. Austria, Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia have similarly obtained 
reconstruction loans, whose effect upon 
the economic’ situation must_ be -far- 
reaching, and. in the raising which 
both Great Britain and the United States 
have played a leading part. 


Financial Confidence Greatly Stimulated. 


Unlike 1924, therefore, which opened 
with a general. feeling of depression and 
hpessimism in. financial circles, 1925' is 
looked forward to with a degree of con- 
fidence which has. not been expertenced 
since the post-war boom of 1919, which 
ended so disastrouSly in 1920, At. the 
present moment no one either expects 
or desires a boom, but there is a deeply 


rooted feeling that England is fairly 
on the way to steady restoration of its 
trade and economic position. 

This conviction is based on- belief that’ 
the channels of international trade have 
Mat length been cleared of war wreckage 
to such an extent that. the stream can 
Once more flow freely along its old 
course. The movement may still be 
slow, but great confidence is now held 
that the current of trade will, steadily 
grow ito something like its old-time 
magnitude, with accompanying benefits 
to the whole community.

MONEY RATES IN 1924. 


Range of Quotations by Weeks Dur- 
ing the Past Year. 


Money rates during the year 1924 ruled 
at the lowest levels quoted since the 
early years of the World War. Call- 
money. rates ranged between 5% and 2 
per cent. during the year. ‘The high 
rate was established during the first 
week of 1924, Rates continued firm until 
April, when an easier tone prevailed, By 
the middle of June the rate dropped to 
2 per. cent. and virtually remained at 
this level until the close of the year 
when the rate again. advanced to 5% per 
cent.,. in connection with the demand 
for funds consequent to year-end re“ 
quirements.

The Government’s 
revenue has exceeded the preceding year 
by 5,000,000,000° francs, and the ‘budget 
has almost ‘balanced, including all or- 
dinary expenditure. . It will be com- 
pletely balanged in 1925. 

The Achievements of 1924. 


In. the devastated regions the -rail- 
ways have now been completely re- 
paired. Out of 23,000 factories destroyed 
au the war,.21,000 have now. been 
rebuilt. Out of 742,000 houses destroyed, 
606,000 have been: reconstructed. Out of 
3,300,000 hectares of productive land 
which had been laid waste, 2,970,000 are 
again in shape for production. In these 
regions the Governnient collected during 
the past year,a revenue of 4,744,000,000 
francs as against only 964,000,000 in 
1919. In Alsace-Loraine the year’s coal 
output was one-ninth of the whole. out- 
put _ of France, and.its iron output 
reached half of the total production. 

The only dark cloud in the situation as 
the year ends is the unsatisfactory 
status of the franc. , Financial Paris 
ascribes this to econémic factors due 
only to the recent flight of French capi- 


tal and holds that the French people} 


were more to blame for the weakness in 
the franc than were foreigners. To 
ascribe it to the French economic situ- 
ation, in which the year’s recuperation 
has been greater than any one ventured. 
to predict, is not considered reasonable. 
The Franc and the Public Credit.. 


On the other hand, confidence in the 
public eredit appears to have diminished 
instead of increasing. “This state of the 
public mind has been chiefly due to the 
political. tendency of the Herriot Gov- 
ernment. There has.been no fear of a 
possible Communist movement, but the 
feeling is that” socialism, eveh of the 
most moderate character, is a direct 
menace to commerce and industry. It 
was this belief on the part of all the 
moneyed classes whicli caused exporta- 
tion of so much French capital; notwith- 
standing the. legal restrictions on such 
remittance. 

But it. should sige be stated that the 
public credit has not at any time~been 
seriously shaken... The recent fall in 
French Governmént. bonds was not. 4 
signs actual lack of confidente, but 
only a result of the Government’s un- 


fortunate financial policy, under which |
